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SCHOOL  REPORT. 


Ill  presenting  our  report  for  the  closing  year  of  the 
century,  we  are  gratified  to  be  able  to  state  that  the  schools 
have  fully  maintained  the  standard  of  former  j-ears.  While 
there  is  still  much  to  be  desired,  yet  we  have  been  pleased 
to  see  some  distinct  improvements  instituted  during  the  past 
year,  which  indicate  progress. 

The  attendance  has  been  good  and  with  the  exception 
of  one  Division,  where  there  were  a  great  man}-  instances  of 
tardiness,  the  registers  show  a  creditable  record. 

Schools  have  been  held  in  seven  Divisions,  two  terms 
in  each  Division,  except  No.  6,  where  on  account  of  the 
small  number  of  pupils,  it  was  decided  not  to  have  a  Spring 
term,  and  the  children  were  schooled  in  other  Divisions. 

Nine  different  teachers  have  been  employed,  some  of 
whom  brought  to  their  work  the  benefit  of  long  experience 
in  their  profession.  Two  were  beginners,  but  gave  excel- 
lent satisfaction  in  the  Divisions  in  which  the}-  were  em- 
ployed. 

In  six  of  the  seven  Divisions  the  same  teachers  were 
continued  through  the  3'ear  ;  a  practice  we  would  recom- 
mend whenever  practicable. 

About  eighty  pupils,  varj'ing  in  age  from  four  to  fif- 
teen years,  have  received  instruction. 

We  will  not  rehearse  in  detail  the  man}-  commendable 
things  which  have  come  to  our  notice  in  improved  methods 
of  teaching,  better  textbooks,  etc.  The  most  discouraging 
thing  which  has  confronted  us  is  the  deplorable  lack  of  in- 
terest manifested  by  a  majority  of  the  citizens  in  the  wel- 
fare of  the  schools. 
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Education  is  the  base  of  all  civilization.  The  children 
who  are  attending  our  public  schools  toda}-  are  to  be  our 
future  citizens,  and  they  will  be  the  direct  product  of  their 
early  privileges  and  training.  Let  us  help  them  to  lay  the 
foundation,  upon  which  they  may  rear  the  superstructure  of 
honorable  and  useful  lives. 

In  this  opening  year  of  a  new  century  and  in  all  the  fu- 
ture Vi'e  bespeak  for  our  schools  and  the  cause  of  education 
a  deeper  and  more  helpful  interest. 

Heartv  co-operation  and  assistance  from  the  citizens 
will  do  much  to  increa.se  the  value  of  our  .schools  and  make 
them  a  credit  to  the  town. 

We  cannot  close  this  report  without  paying  a  tribute  of 
respect  to  the  memory  of  our  as.sociate  and  friend,  Mr. 
Charles  A.  Barney,  whose  death  is  so  recent  that  we  hardly 
realize  how  much  we  shall  miss  his  pleasant  face  and  friend - 
Iv  counsel.  An  earnest,  loyal  citizen,  a  true  friend,  his  loss 
will  be  deeply  felt  in  the  community. 

We  would  extend  thanks  to  the  people  of  the  town  for 
the  courtesy  .shown  us  in  the  di.scharge  of  our  duties.
